60 Chestnut Street 
April 6, 1969 
Dear Editor: 

People of Wilmington are again 
being bitten by dogs which are free 
to roam the town, without restric- 
tions of any kind, 

There is a law which can take 
care of the problem, but it is only 
a written statement, on paper, and 
not effective, 

This afternoon, at 2:50 I was 
riding my bicycle with some of the 
neighbor’s children, on Butters 
Row, After going over the bridge 
and while on my way to Chestnut 
Street a group of four or five dogs 
ran towards us, A large German 
Shepard wasted no time, and took 
a bit at my right leg, at the ankle, 

It was a total surprise to me, 
but then the children told me of 
the situation, I went directly to 
the police Station, and did hope to 
have understanding, if no help, 
I realize that we have a dog cat~ 
cher, but being Easter I felt that 
the best action on my part would 
be to go to the Police Station, 

I gave my name and address, 
and a review of what had happened, 
After a few minutes of waiting I 
began to leave, At this time, the 
police on duty (3:05 pm) the police- 
man on duty called out to me, to 
return, and I was told that he had 
tried to get the dog catcher, and 
his job to enforce the law in this 
case. 

I was also informed by the police 
not to getexcited, He was informed 
that I was excited for two reasons: 
One, I was the one that had been 
bitten by the dog, and Two, I did 
not know until now that he had been 
making a call for me, I feel that 
it would do our police a great deal 
of good if they would put themselves 
in our shoes, while talking to us, 

After I got home I tried to call 
the dog catcher, at 658-2949, but 
with no luck, 

Progress is slow in taking care 
of items like this, The offended 
individual isa part of the smallest 
of minorities, since there are 
citizens who have not hada similar 
experience, and do not care, 

Naturally, I do not have a dog, 


telling me, that it is not safe for 


owners nearby.
